At 11 o'clock Wednesday night 1899 
was close on the undesirable record of 
1872, was gaining steadily and had ev- 
ery chance of beating it out by several 
degrees.

for the few remaining weeSs. And how 
fat they grow! An ordinary hog, corn- 
fed, will take on 150 ijpunds of flesh 
In seventy days a gain of over two 
pounds per day. 


Just as early in December as the 


•weather will permit the -hog killing 
season is inaugurated. The weather 
has to get good and cold, and perma- 
nently so. because the farmer doesn't 
own a cold storage refrigerator, and 
he cannot afford to taSe. any .chances 
on his meat spoiling before he can 
get it packed. 


Country "hog-killings," like the old- 


fashioned husking-bees, are neighbor- 
hood affairs, and everybody is;deeply 
interested in the event, which is talked 
ot for days ahead. The day of "the 
killing" preparations begin at daylight 
•with the building- of a big hickory 
fire in a trench under the "scalding 
box." The water heated, the hogs are 
lecf forth to the slaughter. The old- 
time method of execution was to drive, 
them, singly, into a chute, stun theaa 
by a blow upon the head with aa ax, 
and then sever their throats with a 
sharp knife before they could recover. 
A more humane method now employed 
is to have them shot in the temple by 
an expert rifleman, which causes in- 
stant death. 


The hog is then soused into the boil- 


ing water, in the "scalding box" for 
five or ten minutes until the hair, or 
bristles, can be easily removed, when

Her Skill Has X«»»r ttcror* or Slac*

More than £00 years ago a little girl 


was born at 
A-nsterdiun. Holland, 


whose name was Joanne Koetren. She 
was a peculiar chl!d in that she cared 
nothing whatever for play and sport, 
but found her greatest delight in mak- 
ing copies of things about her. imitat- 
ing in wax every kind of fruit, and 
making on silk, with cx>lored floss, ex- 
act copies of paintings, which were 
thought wonderful, says the Lcwlston 
Journal. 
Bui after she had become 


very accomplished in music, spinning 
and embroidery, she abandoned all 
these for a still more extraordinary art 


that of cutting. She executed land- 


scapes, marine views, flowers, animals 
and portraits of people of such strik- 
ing resemblance that she was for a 
time quite the wonder of Europe. She 
used white papers for her cuttings, 
placing them over a black surface, so 
that the minute openings made by her 
scissors formed the "light and shade." 
The czar. Peter the Great and others 
of high rank paid her honor. One 
man high in office vainly offered her a 
thousand florins for three small cut- 
tings. The empress of Germany paid 
her 4,000 florins for a trophy she had 
cut, bearing the arms of Emperor 
Leopold, crowned with eagles and sur- 
rounded by a garland of flowers. She 
also cut tUa emperor's portrait, which 
can now be seen in the royal art gal- 
lery in Vienna. A great many people 
went to see her, and she kept a book 
in which" princes and princesses wrote 
their names. 
After she died, which 


was when she had lived sixty-five 
years, her husband, Adrian Block, 
erected a monument to her memory 
and had designed upon it the portraits 
of these titled visitors. Her cuttings 
were so correct in effect and so taste- 
ful as to give both dignity and value 
to her work, and constitute her an art- 
ist whose exquisite skill with the scis- 
sors has never before or since been 
equaled.

Jews" Tenacity pt Ufe. 


Despite the appearance of physical 


degeneracy; which has been noted, the 
Jew betrays an absolutely unprece- 
dented tenacity of life, says Popular 
Science Monthly. It far exceeds, es- 
pecially in the United States, that of 
any other known people. This we may 
illustrate by the following example: 
Suppose two groups of 100 infants 
each, one Jewish; one of, average 
American parentage (Massachusetts), 
to be born oh the same day. In spite 
ot the disparity of social conditions in 
favor of the latter, the chances, deter- 
mined by statistical means, are that 
one-half of the Americans will die 
within forty-seven years, 
while • the 


first half of the Jews will not succumb 
to disease or accident before the ex- 
piration of seventy-one years. The 
death rate is really but little over half 
that of the average American popula- 
tion. This holds good in infancy as 
in middle age. Lombroso has put it 
In another way. Of 1,000 Jews born, 
217 die before the age of 7 years, while 
453 Christians—more than twice as 
many—are likely to die within the 
same period. This remarkable tenac- 
ity of life is well Illustrated by a most 
suggestive article by Hoffman.

Novel Coihloo Tire. 


A cushion tire has been invented 


which is composed of a series of coiled 
springs and a series of plate springs, 
both so arranged between the tread 
and the rim that they can be easily 
removed and others substituted, with- 
out the necessity of removing the tire 
from the rim, says the Scientific Amer- 
ican. 


Of the accompanying illustrations, 


figure 1 is a perspective view of the 
wheel rim, with parts broken away to 
show the construction of the tire, and 
figure 2 is a cross section of the tire 
and rim. 


On the rim there are secured by 


straps a series of plate springs curved 
to form divergent arms of unequal 
lengths. The plate springs are so ar- 
ranged that the outer end of the long 
arm of one spring shall overlap the 
outer end of the short arm of the sec- 
ond spring m advance. Two sets of

Casts, 
electrotypes, altered dftes and dollars 
made of lead are scattered over the 
land in profusion, and a number of 
extensive swindles have been perpe- 
trated in past years. Some of the 
bogus pieces are so cleverly executed 
that it takes an expert to detect them, 
and it is, therefore, not surprising that 
they would deceive the average person. 
Occasionally one sees a specimen made 
of the proper metal and 
seemingly 


genuine in every particular, but upon 
closer examination it will be found 
that the date has been tampered with, 
and. under a powerful glass, is clearly 
seen to have been altered. AH sorts 
of fake pieces bearing the date of 1804 
are known to be in existence, and the 
intending purchaser should think twice 
and look sharp, or else get the opin- 
ion of some one who Is posted, before 
he parts with his money.

Nation. 


It costs the people of the United 


States $114,865 a year for a chief ex- 
ecutive. 
His salary is $50,000 and 


"found," as our 'Western neighbors 
say. The president's finding is rather 
comprehensive, covering about every 
possible requirement of a. family. His 
private secretary, the clerks, door- 
keepers, messengers and steward, and 
three other servants, cost us $33,885 a 
year. Then there is a contingent fund 
of $8,000 a year -which the president 
may use according to his discretion. 


In furniture 
and repairs to the 


White House the sum of $16,000 more, 
to be used by the direction o£ the 
president, is provided by the nation, 
and is always 
expended. For fuel 


alone $3,000 is allowed, and for neces- 
sary repairs to the greenhouse there 
is $4,000. 


Altogether the presidential "finding" 


annually amounts to the snug suxu of 
«6i,S65, nearly $15,000 a year more 
than his salary. The two aggregate 
$114,865. This Is an imposing aggre- 
gate but it is small compared with 
other presidents. Thfe president of the 
French Republic receives 
as salary 


$120,000 a year, $32,480 for contingent 
purposes, and a handsome house rent 
free

They then leave the food 
011 tne plaxform while they drive home 
It is the Chinese belief that Satan 
comes down in the night to steal away 
the bodies of their dead friends; but 
if, on arriving at the graves, he finds 
a meal laid out for him, he !s so pleas- 
ed that he sits down and eats, and 
then flies away afterwards so satisfied 
that ho either forgets to take

Senator Morrill was born in 1810, 


daring the airrunistration of President 
Madison. He was 16 years old when 
Thomas Jefferson died. When the sec- 
ond war between Great Britain, and 
this country began he was two years 
old. He cast his first vote for Henry 
Clay, the Whig candidate^ for presi- 
dent, in 1832, when Andrew Jackson 
was elected to a second term la the 
White House Mr. Mornll entered the 
lower house of congress at the same, 
time with John Sherman, in 1855, dur- 
ing the administration ot President 
Pierce. He" took Ins seat in the sen- 
ate for the first time in 1S67, while 
Andrew Johnson was president. 


Next to Mr. Mornll, m point of con- 


tinuous senatorial service, are John P 
Jones, of Nevada, and William B. Alli- 
son, of Iowa. Jones and Allison have 
each served twenty-five years, "but, as 
the title of "father of the senate" can- 
not be shared by two men, it will be 
held temporariij m abeyance. William 
Stewart of Nevada i« *he only senator 
who was a member of that body whea 
Morrill first entered it. But Stewart 
left the senate m 1875, and did not '•e- 
turn until 1887. 


Mr. Mornll first took his seat as a 


senator at the meeting of the fortieth 
congress. It was the first congress of 
the reconstruction period. Most of the 
states recentlv in rebellion were repre- 
sented b> carpet-b 3 statesmen, and a 
soiry lot they were 
But there were 


manj able men in the senate at that 
time 
Among the leading democrats 


were James A Bayard of Delaware, 
father of Thomas F. Bayard who suc- 
ceeded him in the senate and after- 
ward became secretary of state, and 
then ambassador to Great 
Britain, 


Thomas A. Hendricks of Indiana, and 
Garrett Davis of Kentucky. On the re- 
publican side sat many of the founders 
of that party—the men who gave it 
stiength, courage and respectability 
Charles Sumner was there to speak for 
Massachusetts, and Mr. Merrill's col- 
league was George F Edmunds. New 
York was represented by Rosrne Conk- 
ling and E. D. Morgan: Pennsylvania 
by Simon Cameron; Ohio by Benja- 
min Wade and John Sherman, and 
Michigan by ZacharSah Chandler The 
senators from Illinois were 
Lyman 


Trumbull ana Richard Yates James R 
Doolittle was there from Wisconsin; 
sines W. Grisiss and Jan^es Har'an 
from Iowa, while the republican col- 
league of Hendricks of Indiana was 
Morton, who had been the war gov- 
ernor of the Hoosier state. Most of 
these men have passed Into the great 
hereafter, 
and 
while Mr. 
Mornll 


ranked with few of them Intellectually 
he soon managed to secure a prominent 
place in the senate, and he was able 
to hold it while he lived. 


Mr. Morrill * as not an educated man 


—that is to say, he was not a man of 
varied attainments but wnat he knew 
he knew well, and he never ventured 
into the discu&sion of questions with 
which he was not entirely familiar. 
He left school at 15 years of age to be- 
come a clerk in a country store, and 
until he was elected to congress his life 
was devoted to mercantile pursuits. He 
lacked the martial spirit. Indeed, he 
was ir. principle opposed to war, and 
he took no .part in the struggle with 
Mexico or HI the civil conflict between 
the states. He turned his attentions 
eaily to questions of finance and taxa- 
tion, and while a member of the house 
became chairman of the ways and 
means committee. In the senate he 
served for many years as chairman ot 
the finance committee. 


He 
never 
made any 
but "set 


speeches," nnd only on rare occasions 
dirt ho participate in the rambling dis- 
cussions which consume so much of 


the t-er.att'* time. lu private life bl 
»as. inclined to i* taciturn, and be 
had no "thunuT in the senate. Every-1 
Unlj r*»p«-t«i bia». ir.v lit «U*»ys 
kept bia ftniov *£Baturs at * eeruun j 
diiUmoe. Tiiat lie was a scrupulously j 
honest man there can be no doubt I 
He died comparatively poor, though , 
bis opportunities to accumulate wealth 
by corrupt practices, were practically 
unlimited. He constructed legislation 
which enabled other men to plunder 
thi> people, but !n this he declined to 
share. 


In later jears Senator Merrill had 


devoted most of hie attention to the 
vork of improving and beautifying tne 
city of Washington. He took a deep 
interest m the Washington icoanment 
and was of great service in bringing 
about its completion. The new coc- 
•gre&sional library building is in a sense 
p. monument to his memory. 
He and 


the late Senator Voorhees were the 
most earnest advocates in congress of 
the project, and but for them it is 
doubtful if the new home for the con- 
gressional library would have been 
built. The last speech made* by Sena- 
tor Morrill was in advocacy of a bill 
to purchase a site for a new building 
to be used as the home of tie supreme 
court. 
" "**• - 
__ 


Senator Morrill served in congress 


under eleven presidents, commencing 
with Franklin Pierce, for whom he had 
a warm personal ' attachment, al- 
though they difered in politics. His 
relations with President Lincoln were 
most cordial, acd he always got along 
very pleasantly with President Cleve- 
land. Mr. Morrill was 44 years old 
when he entered p"blic life, and^had 
he lived until March 4. 1899, his term 
of service under the government would 
have covered a period of forty-four 
years. 


Senator Allison is 72 years old, still 


hearty and vigorous, and has been in 
congress over thirty years, having 
served eight years in the lower house 
and the remainder of the time contin- 
uously in the senate. Gen. Logan once 
said of him that if the senate floor 
were covered with eggs Senator Alli- 
son was the only man in the chamber 
who could walk its full length without 
breaking one of them. 


Mr Allison fs>m Erst to last in his 


congressional career has been snecially 
occupied with financial questions 
He 


began his experience in the house as 
a member of the appropriations com- 
mittee. One of the fortunate accidents 
of that time gave him a seat next to 
Mr. Garfield, who afterward 
became 


chairman of the committee on appro- 
priations and president of the United 
States. At the time that Mr. Allison 
entered the house Mr. Blaine was the 
oonspicuoub figurei There was a small 
group of republicans who acted as Mr 
Elaine's lieutenants, and through their 
hands all the favors of congressional 
politics were made to pass Those who 
belonged to that combination had the 
best places and were forced forward in 
the debates 
Through his desk neigh- 


oorsaip Mr Allison became acquainted 
wich Mr Garfield, and by aim was tak- 
en into the innermost counsels of the 
friendly republican coterie that ruled 
the legislation of that time. Mr. Alli- 
son ne\er took part ia any of tlia fac- 
tional contests of the party, and, while 
he was alwais classed as a Blaine 
republican, yet was on the most inti- 
mate terms with the most ardent op- 
ponents of Mr. Blame. This was no- 
ticeable later in the senate, where Mr. 
Allison sat very near Mr. ConKling all 
through the latter's war upon the Gar- 
field administration.
